In a hotel -where for- 
eign fashion puts up on its flying visit 
to Washington, or where some do- 
mestic fashion finds it economical to 
dwell, according to my authority, a

A Washing Fluid. 


A good washing: fiuid is made bj mir- 


ing five pounds of sal soda, one pound 
of -boras, half a pound of fresh, un- 
slaked lime and four ounces of liquid 
ammonia. Pour one gallon of boiling 
water upon the soda and borax. Let 
this cool, then add the ammonia. Pour 
one gallon of hot water over the lime 
and let it stand until jentirely settled, 
then carefully pour oft* the clear fluid 
and turn it upon the dissolved borax 
and soda. Add eight gallons of cold 
water. Six tablespoonfuls of this fiuid 
may be added to a tubful of elothes. 


tfoe of Worn Tablecloth*. 


Worn tablecloths can be made into 


serviceable napkins and tray cloths as 
well as polishing towels for fine china 
and silver, if the best parts are se- 
lected and neatly hemmed. Table linen 
to look its best must be laundered 
French fashion, that is, washed as 
white as snow and ironed while very 
wet with irons not hot enough to 
scorch. The ironing must be kept up 
until the linen is perfectly dry, first on 
the wrong side to bring out the pattern, 
and then on the reverse to acquire a 
polish. Fine damask should never be 
starched.

half of meal, to which has been added 
a teaspoonful of salt and a heaping 
tablespoonful of shortening.

Coffee Layer Cake—Put into a bowl

then add the rind and juice of one 
lenion; add the flour and powder to 
this; half a cup of cold water, a pinch 
of salt and the whites of the eggs 
beaten stiff; pour into greased jelly 
cake tins and bake in a quick oven 
ten minutes. 


Delmonico Cream Roll—Chop very 


fine medium sized raw potatoes. For 
each two potatoes make half pint "well 
seasoned cream sauce. Add this sauce 
to the potatoes, turn Into a baking pan 
and cook in the oven till the potatoes 
are tender. There must be just as little 
sauce as will hold the potatoes to- 
gether. In cooking, before they are 
quite done, turn them over as you 
would an. omelet and stand them on 
top of the stove where they cannot 
brown until they take the shape. Turn 
out on a dish and serve. 


Diamonds—Into one quart of sifted 


bread flcur rub two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, one-half of a teaspoonful of 
salt, one teaspoonful of sugar, and two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 
Beat 


one egg. add one cupful of milk and 
stir into the dry mixture, adding 
enough more milk to rnix to a soft 
dough. Turn out on a floured board, 
knead for a moment, Then roll out not 
quite an inch thick. Cut into two-inch 
strips, then into diamonds. Place an 
inch apart on greased pans, brush each 
with milk and bake in a hot oven.

Frankfort, Germany, reports the com- 
pletion at Dresden, of the largest long- 
distance heating plant

From a central station, says the Con- 
sul-General. many public buildings on 
the left bank of tne River 
Elbe, in- 


eluding the theatre, the museum, the 
castle, the royal kitchen, the custom 
house, etc.. are heated. The greatest 
distance over which heat Is transmitted 
is three-fourths of a mile. The total 
heat consumption per hour Is 13,200.- 
000 best units. The usual steam pres- 
sure is two atmospheres. Ten of the 
fourteen boilers are used, and to guard 
against accidents, two main lines of 
pipe have been provided. The loss of 
heat In transmission is from four to 
four and one-half per cent The pipes 
are protected by two layers of tin. the 
inner layer being perforated, and the 
outer one covered with silk. The larg- 
est pipes have a diameter of 21G milli- 
metres (S.-31 inches).

At that time the lour greatest cities 


:n the Roman esswire were Antiocn, 
Rome, Alexandria, and Treves on the 
Moselle. Treves, which ~.vas the cen- 
tre whence were governed 
Britain, 


Gaul, Spain, the Alpine districts, and 
the Rhino frontier, was the residence 
of the Prefect or the 
Rhine prov- 


inces. He was a very exalted per- 
sonage and commanded the arm} 
which was forever repelling the at 
tecaps of me Germanic 
tribes 
to 


cross the Rhine. At Treves also was 
the adminstration of these legions cen- 
tred. There was not z month of sum- 
mer or of winter when they had not 
;oise fighting to do., much of which 
was fierce and some desperate. 


For ten years the Rhine legionaries 


had won all their battles under tne 
same prefect, and never had any mili- 
tary order of his miscarried. In bat- 
tle and in siege, in attack and in de- 
fence, the confidence of his men in 
him was absolute. Yet there was not 
:n all the empire a more unpopular 
man than his Excellency the Prefect 
cf the Rhine Marches. He more than 
counteracted the effect of his military 
prestige by an unsympathetic, unin- 
spiring, and chilly demeanor. His suc- 
cesses roused no enthusiasm for him- 
self. In camp he was a relentless 
martinet. Outside the army, in the 
municipal administration of TreveE, in 
the government of the province, and 
in all things small and great, through- 
out even Britain and Spain, his uncon- 
ciliaiory manner and his stubborn for- 
mality won him fear and hatred. 


It was a hot and dusty summer, -with 


bad crops. 
The parade 
ground of 


Treves was, if possible, hotter and 
dustier than the country about. 
It 


was a white floor of dazzling, impal- 
pable clay powder. On one side of it 
ran one rampart of the camp, over 
•which showed the roofs of the low, 
dull-brown brick barracks. The other 
three sides were lined -with crazy huts 
or shanties, dens of the camp follow- 
ers and houses of the sutlers. About 
half an hour after sunrise the two le- 
gions then quartered at Treves were 
under review. Roman garrison review 
began at the first glow of dawn. The 
inspection of the formation -was over. 
The Prefect, with his staff, was at one 
end of the ground, the Fourteenth Le- 
gion on his left, and the Thirty-third 
on his right. 


The quaester read out the guard as- 


signments, the watchword, and finally 
that a centurion of the Fourteenth Le- 
gion was to be deprived of his rank, 
and forwarded to the capital to an- 
swer the charge of conspiracy. He 
was summoned to step out and place 
himself in the hands of his guards. 
The accused was by far the most pop- 
ular man in the legion, and ranked 
third among its sixty centurions. The 
r-refect had long disliked him, and 
would have preferred e-ren more sum- 
mary measures. 


Almost before the order had been 


read the Fourteenth changed from. a 
serried machine to a seething swarm

Similar informa- 
tion by the ten-year periods down to 
the present time may also be found, 
but the older records are obviously 
the most valuable. The House of Rep- 
resentatives decided to destroy all this 
old census matter and inserted a para- 
graph in the Sundry Civil Bill for that 
purpose. Director Merriam and other 
census managers had recommended it. 
on the theory that the Census Office 
had sucked all the juice out of the 
enumeration schedules, and therefore 
that no purpose was served in lumber- 
ing up the archives with the original 
data themselves. But the Senate Com- 
mittee has adopted in its draft of the 
same bill a very good compromise, 
•nrnich it hopes the House will accept. 
It provides for the assembling and re- 
tention of the first, second, third and 
eighth censuses, and the destruction, 
at the Secretary of the Interior's dis- 
cretion, of all the rest. 


The schedules of the- census of 1790 


are naturally the 
most interesting. 


They take the space of only twenty- 
six volumes, neatly written out and 
well bound. In those days enumerators 
asked only a few questions; they took 
the name of each householder, and in 
the first column wrote the number of 
free white males in the family of six- 
teen years of age and upward, includ- 
ing the head of the family. In tiie sec- 
ond column they entered the number 
of free white males under sixteen 
years of age. 
In the third column 


they entered all "free white females, 
including heads of families." the ob- 
ject of the division at the age of six- 
teen among the males evidently being 
for military purposes. In the fourth 
column they entered the number of 
""all other persons," and in the fifth, the 
number of slaves. 


The entire census of Massachusetts 


is contained between the covers of one 
volume of 716 pages, each about thirty 
inches square, and fairly bristles with 
names which have since become his- 
toric. 
Concord, zor example, starts 


with George 
Allen, Job 
and 
Asa 


Brooks, Humphrey Barrett, Samuel 
Buttrick and Timothy Hoar. The pop- 
ulation of Concord then consisted of 
415 males more than sixteen years of 
age,-314 under that age, 832 women and 
girls, and 29 "other persons," which is 
commonly understood to have meant 
apprentices. There were, of course, no 
slaves in Massachusetts. At the foot 
of each of these Concord columns, 
Aaroa Brown, who took the census, 
wrote "Carried up." and at the head of 
the next column, "Brought up." 


Massachusetts, by the way. seems to 


have been the only State in the Uuion 
in which the enumerators regularly 
had printed blanks, and it is supposed 
that these must have been furnished 
by the Commonwealth.

-everywhere else the enumerator wrote 
his own explanation at the top of the 
column of what it contained. The way 
those lists are bound shows the scarc- 
ity of paper of that day, and perhaps a 
desire to "do something extra" iu rlie 
way of ornamentation. Pieces of wall- 
paper often did service for covers. Old 
newspapers were also used; and the 
Wanks for Edenton, X. C., are enclosed 
in a newspaper containing on the front 
page aa article by Dr. Franklin on

slaves in most of the States are inter- 
esting.
